BEVIEW OF NEW BOOHKS.,

~From Smith, ¥oglish & Co. we have re-
oeived “Villa Eden; The Conntry House on
the Rbine,"” Part I, and “Edelwelss,” by
Berthold Auerbach. Puablished by Roberts
Brothers, Boston. The firat-named work s
published in pamphlet form, and the latter is
one of Messrs. loberta Brothers’ very tastefal
‘“‘Handy Volume'' peries. These are stories
that we can heartily commend, and which
every lover of good litaratare will heartily
epjoy. Aunerbach's style is a oharm of itaelf,
and the reader is fasciuated from the com
mence to the end of ome of his idyllic
pieces, ‘'Fdelweisa' ia graceful and enter-
taining at the opening, and it is not until the
ptory has advanced some distance before the
real purport of the author beging to be un-
folded, snd the profennd dramstic interest of
the little homely tragedy shows how much
there is below the surface. *‘Villa liden' ie
trapslated by Charles G. Shackford, and it
will be published in four parts. The other
story, named from the Alpine plant, ‘‘Kdel-
weiss,”’ which signifies ‘“‘noble pority,” is
translated by Ellen Frothingham.

Brawnville Papers.’”” Edited by Moses Coit
Tyler. Published by Fields, Osgood & Co.
The editor, or rather the author, of this work
is an enthusiast on the sabject of physical
cnlture, and this book is made np of a series
of papers originally contributed to The Herald
of Health, The subject is thrown into the
form of an entertaining geries of sketches, which
have the merit of being amnsing as well as
instructive. In a playfal sort of way the
author has made the exploits and converss-
tion of an imaginary group of characters the
means of fllustrating his ideas about a sonnd
mind in a sound body.

In & recent book review you reprinted from
Pumam's for April “A Carlosity of Literature,”
the tenor of which was to the effect that Wolle's
ode on the burial of Sir John Moore was not uu
orlginal production, In support of thisallegad
“fact,” evidence {5 glven in the form of & French
poem, sald to have been written in commemora-
tion of a Bretou afficer who was shot 1o 1740, at
the sicer of Pondicherry, and this poem, 1t is
sald. 18 to be found in the Memolrs of Lally
Tollendal,” Still further evidence is preseated
in the shape of & Germun poem dating "“from
the second hulf of the seventeenth century”
aud written in honor of a Swedish hero “who
fell at the siege of Danisic,” =

These three odes belng, ns stated, “*almost
literal translations of each other,' It is ¢vidon,
that all three cannot be equally original, To
the German poem 18 glyen the palm, by geni-
ority, aud it is surmised that Wolfe stole his
inspiration, almost word for word, at second
hand from the Fremeh poem. No three poems,
in three idioms so distinet, could by chance o
preclsely coincide; but Wolle, had he sufficient
genius to make so inspiring a trausiation,
would doubtless have had wit enough to have
made greater deviation from the so called
“originnl.,” The exactness of the triple like-
nees, therefore, would seent n strong presumpe
tive evidence of a “hoax.” Iu tact, numerona
poems have, st various times, been put forward
as the originuls of Wolle's inspired ode; but
they hiave been proven Lo be impostors.

Bearivg upon this point, 1 beg to give you an
